John-F. Meyer, a well known expert 
ftccoantant of New Albany, died Tues- 
day, aged forty-seven years, 


Death of John H. Noyes, Founder 
of the Oneida Community. 


Probably not one person in twenty who 
r e ^ s that John HumpBrey Xoyes is dead 
will know who or what John Humph roy 
Noyes was. 
Yet every reader of ne\\'spapers 
has heard of the Oneida so-called free love 
community, in Madison county, N. Y. 


Well, the man whose death at Niagara 
Falls, Ont,, the newspapers have noted, was 
the founder of this community. 
A sin^lar 
history was his, and there have not been 
many persons whose real doctrines were more 
misunderstood. 


Noyes was a man of fascinating manners 
and fine literary culture and taste. 
He was 
bom in Brattleboro, Vt., in 1811. 
From a 
boy he was a dreamer, a person of deeply 
devout and 
meditative nature. 
N. Hep- 
worth Dixon, the English writer, visited the 
Onoida community some years ago, 
and 
wrote his impressions of it and of its leader. 
Noyes he describes as a "tall, pale man, with 
sandy hair and beard, gray, dreamy eyes, 
good mouth, white tempJes, and a noble fore- 
head." 
There was something lion-like in hia 
face and shaggy head. 
He resembled Carlyle 
in appeai-ance, which was no great compli- 
ment to his beauty, perhaps. 


THE LATE JOHX HIRJIPHREY XOTEA 
Noyes was highly educated. 
He gradu- 
ated at Dartmouth college and began the 
study of law. 
But in 1831 a great religious 
revival broke ont at Putney, V t 
It drew 
Young Noyes withni its influence. 
He whom 
press and people have iioumled as a monster 
of immorality and a destroyer of 
Chris- 
tianity abandoned all his worldly prospects 
and began a work for the sake of religion. 


He j)ojidered deeply over religious ques- 
tions and finally studied theology at Yale 
college. 
He considered that he had been 
converted and was a Christian. 
In 183.3 he 
became a Congregational preacher. 
Soon 
after this his peculiar ideas began to mani- 
fest themselves. 
He pondered more and 
more deeply on religious questions, till at last 
the Perfectionist doctrines began to be clear 
to him. 
Ho drew these doctrines from the 
New Testament and the teachings of PauL 
Upon these he base<l the whole social and re- 
ligious systi^m, which afterward resulted in 
the founding of the Oneida community. 


He became what he called a seeker after 
truth. 
His meditation and study brought 
him to the decision that the teachings of 
Paul have been misundei-stood. 
He seems to 
have 
believed 
devoutly 
in 
the 
second 
coming 
of Christ, 
but 
not that it 
was 
to be a material appearance, w t h 
pomp 
and 
a 
flourish 
of 
trumpets, 
before 
the 
physical c\-es of men. 
It was to be rather 
the quiet stoaling into and impressing of the 
innei- .S7)!rit of the individual, without out- 
ward sign other than the beautifying changes 
wrought ill the character of the individual. 
Therefore, it was Noyes called himself and 
those who believed with him "Perfectionists," 
strivers towards perfection in all ways—men- 
tal, moral, physical and spiritual. 


Mingled with this were other doctrines of 
the equality of all mankind, and particularly 
the equality of men and women. 
He be- 
lieved that thoso in whom the spirit tnily 
dwelt should separate themselves from the 
world and live as one family, and return to 
community of goods, as in the days of the 
early Christians. 


For such as these, also, there should be 
Christian liberty. 
The existing laws in re- 
gard to marriage, a-s other matters, should 
not be binding on them. 
His doctrines in 
regard to marriage were more furiouslj- 
criticised than any others. 
And yet they 
seem to havo meant directly the opposite of 
what they are commonly supposed to do. 
Noyes believed that men and women should 
live in a state of celibacy ordinarily, and 
that children should only be born from se- 
lected parents. 
It is a fact that few children 
were born in the Oneida community. 
Such 
as were were turned Into a common nursery 
and school room. 


The ^\omeu of the organization looked 
very queer to the outside world. 
!llany of 
them were wholesome and healthful looking, 
but they won? dresses niade for 
convenience 
rather than for adornment—scant skirts to 
their knees, with trous<;rs of the same goods 
below. 
Their hair was cut short, and they 
wore no crorsets, but a tlress in one piece fit- 
ting the form and buttoned close up to the 
throat. 
Noyes believed that %vomen were 
put into the woi'ld for something else than 
merely to look fascinating and enticing to 
men. 


Noyes' teachings were so opposed to the 
views of the church that his license to preach 
was speedil5'^ taken from him. 
Then he com- 
menced to found his own sect. 
He married 
Harriet Holton, and with her obtained suflS- 
cient land and money on which to found his 
colony. 
She was in perfect sympathy with 
his plans. 
The first colonj' was started at 
Putney, Vt. 
But the citizens of 
Putney 
thought they had something to say about the 
Perfectionists. 
They broke ui) the settle- 
ment. 


Then Noyes and his band of followers went 
to a retired region in Madison county, N. Y., 
and set up housekeeping. 
That was in 1847. 
The company bought 600 acres of land in 
course of time. 
They began to practice their 
doctrines. 
All worked for the good of the 
community, without seeking gain for him- 
self. 
In thirty yeai-s they had, without at all 
attempting to do so, amassed a valuable prop- 
erty, worth $.500,000. 
The "Oneida trap," 
known to fur hunters the country over, was 
the invention of an old Canadian trapper 
who had joined the community. 
They pros- 
pered greatly, and seemed to live in peace 
and content. 


ID W4 
there were 238 ot them, with a 


branch establishment. 
Hep worth Dixon de- 
clared that in the peculiar costume worn by 
the female portion of the community, "plain 
women escaped notice and pretty girls looked 
winsome. " 


In 1879 the united preachers of the state of 
New York interfered with the Perfectionists, 
and set about 
collecting 
legal 
evidence 
whereby they could be suppressed. 
There- 
upon, in deference to public sentiment, Noyes 
advised the organization to give up comj^lex 
marriage and pair off like common folk. 
This was done. 
After that Noyes did not 
live constantly with the community. 


He adhere^ to the last to his doctrines, 
but believed the world was not yet ripe for 
them.

CHICAGO. 


NO TI»OrBLE YET TO-DAY. 


CHICAGO, 
May 3.—Up to 9:30 no 
trouble h as been reported in the lumber 
district. 
The firms located at South 
Chicago are working as usual to-day,but 
in lumber dibtrict proper, no work at all 
is being done, 
A large fleet of 1 tmiber 
laden craft is blocking up the river near 
the lumber exchange, and none of the 
cargoes will be bought or unloaded un- 
til the present difficulties are settled. It 
is stated that upwards of 300 or more 
vessels with cargoes of lumber are on 
their way here, 


HOW THEY SUCCEED. 


Of the thirty-seven establishments 
wherein the iron moulders are employed, 
twenty-three shops have won, five are 
resisting the movement and the remain 
der are negotiating. The machinists' 
and blacksmiths' assembly, which are 
striking for eight hours with the ten 
hour wages sctJe, reports general suc- 
cess. 


The upholsterers are being resisted in 
nearly every 
instance. 
Thirty-three 
hundred brickmakers are striking for 
eight hours work at ten hours pay. 


About one-half of the 600 butchers in 
the city have secured reductions of from 
sixteen to ten hours. 


The Shoemakers' assembly has modi- 
fied its demands to eight hours' work 
for eight hours' pay, and expect to gain 
tnis concession. 


The Clerks' union will be satisfied 
with ten hours. 


Four hundred wagon workers begin 
work to-day under the eight hour re- 
form. 


The marble workers have also won 
under the eight houis' pay agreement. 


The Coopers' assembly are still stand- 
ing cut for nine hours' pay, 


it is reported the men were set to 
work in the Western avenue freight 
house of the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul road this morning. 


The factory of the Chicago Malleable 
Iron company closed this morning. Nine 
liundred employes are out on a strike. 


MABTIN IRONS EXPELIJED. 


The Inter-Ocean says: "The nation- 
al executive committeeman, George J. 
Verbech, returned last night from St. 
Louis. 
He says the Knights of Labor 
have expelled Martin Irons, because he 
refused to obey General Master Work- 
man Powderly's orders and for the 
reason that he stubbornly refused to 
arbitrate. 
Verbech refuses to give de- 
tails," 


THE NT7MBEB OF STRIKEBS. 


It was estimated last night that 40,- 
000 of the 225,000 wage workers of Chi- 
cago, have already profited by the eight 
hour movement. About 65,000 are sup- 
posed to be out on a strike this morn- 
ing, 


THE FKEIGHT HANDIiEBS. 
The Burlington freight houses were 
thrown open shortly after 8 o'clock. No 
attem I was made to drive the non-union 
freifibt handlers from the houses. 
The 
company has a full force of 100 men at 
at work and soon was taking all freight 
that could be delivered. 
Guards are 
kept at the doors and no suspicious char- 
acters are admitted. 


Tlie Wabash railway officials sought 
the protection of the United States 
authorities to enable them to move 
freight. 


CONSTTI.TING. 


All the calculations of the stock yard 
packers were upset by the ^eat strike 
among the sausage-makers this morning. 
They insisted on Having ten hours pay 
for eigbt hours Work, Nearly 7,000 
men were in the movement. At 11 
'clock this afternoon a committee of 
twenty-four strikers went into confer- 
ence. 


EIGHT HOUBS GBANTED. 


Before noon the Fairbanks Canning 
company agreed that there should be no 
cut in the wages of men working for less 
than $2 a day, and all above that should 
get nine hours pay for eight hours work. 
Morrell also settled on the same basis. 


Onlv half of the men at McCormick's 
reaper works went to work. The firm 
sent word they would give ten hours pay 
for eight hours work, at least until they 
found out how the present eight hour 
movement would come out. 


The presidents of three of the western 
railroads were interviewed yesterday, 
and each one expresses the view that the 
men were simply forced into the strike 
by outside pressure, and are willing to 
return to their work as usual this morn- 
ing. 


There was considerable intimidation 
in the lumber district and several large 
crowds marched through the yards to 
prevent work. 


All railroads 
have 
freight houses 
open, but are enabled to transact only a 
limited amount of business. 


The labor question was disoussed by 
the Rev. Dr. Thomas in his first sermon 
at McYicker's theatre yesterday moni- 


ing under the heading of "LeasouB for 
the Times." 
He regards the present 
troubles as a heritage of past centuries 
which the people of the present are called 
upon to meet; and says to retreat or sur- 
render would be to go back to darkness 
and despotism. 
Reason and right must 
prevail. 


"What Clergymen Know About Labor 
and Capital; Law and Amenity," was the 
subject of Professor Swing's discourse. 
He said it was a calamity to possess more 
advice than intelligence. 


ALJLI QUIET AT 2 o'ciiOOK. 


Up to 2 o'clock there have been no 
acts of serious violence in any part of 
the city as a result of the existing strikes 
At the Milwaukee and St. Paul depot 
three to five thousand men gathered and 
was somewhat demonstrative. 
Two 
squads of police arrived, and drawing 
clubs effectually scattered the crowd, al 
lowing no men to proceed with the work 
The strikers did not attempt to seriously 
oppose the police. 


MILWAUKEE. 


MILWAUKEE, May 3.—A report from 
the West Milwaukee railway shops says 
that a body of 1,500 strikers visited, 
there this afternoon and forced 2,000 
men employed to abandon their work. 


CINCINNATI. 


CiNcniNATi, May 3.—About 300 men 
employed as freight handlers at the Cin 
cinnati, Hamilton and Dayton, Cincin- 
nati, Hamilton and Indianapolis, Big 
Four and L. & M, roads are idle because 
of the demand for an advance of eighty 
cents a day. At other roads the men are 
at work. The railroad managers bold a 
meeting this afternoon to argue upon 
line of action. The employes of another 
furniture factory came out to-day. 
No 
signs of violence anywhere. 


PITTSBUKG. 


PITTSBUBG, May 3.—Strikes were in- 
augurated this morniug by the stone 
masons, carpenters and plasterers for a 
reduction from ten to eight hours a day. 
About 1,800 men in all quit work. 


LOUISVILLE. 


LouiBviMiE, May 3—One hundred 
and fifty workmen of the Davis Furni- 
ture Manufacturing company struck be- 
cause their employers would not accede 
to a demand for the eight hour system. 
The other factories will close to-morrow 
rather than put the eight hour system in 
operation.

have been granted the incorporators to 
construct a tunnel, erect mills, build 
wharves, and engage in developing the 
water power of the Niagara river. 
The 
timnel is to be two miles in length, 
along the edge of the river, and is ex- 
pected to furnish power enough for 155 
toil la. 


THE exigencies of politics in Colora- 
do ¡ire illustrated in a story of the Sen- 
atorship contest out of which Henry 
M. Teller was elected to the United 
States Senate. 
The mother of State 
Senator Stephenson, who was one of 
Teller's supporters, died in Nebraska 
two or three days before the caucus 
was to meet. 
In order to attend the 
funeral and get back in time Stephen- 
son was obliged to take a special 
train and make the trip at night. 
The 
train consisted of an engine and one 
car. 
The engineer had instructions to 
stop for nothing.

and then suddenly, with a tongue of 
flame, he thundered away in a fierce 
attack against the evil that has draped 
the w.irld in sorrow, while his great, 
Bad eyes seemed to look clear across 
the plains of eternity.

closed with reference to his God, and, 
raising those lustrous eyes to heaven, 
he delivered an apostrophe that is sel- 
dom equaled.

The widows of Ad- 
mirals Wood, Reynolds, Hooffe, Bell, 
Davis, Winslow, Paulding, 
Rodgers, 
Spotts and Goldboro, and of Com- 
modores Gallagher, Frailey, McCauley, 
McCarver and Quest of the navy re- 
ceive a similar amount, as do the 
\vidows of Colonels Harris, Delaney, and 
Twiggs of the marine corps.

was a chief of the Modoc Peace Com- 
mission, and was crii)pled for life in the 
massacre of 1873, when Gen. Canby 
was killed. 
She receives a }^ension of 
$30 per month, granted by Congress in 
1883. 
The pension of $2,000 a year 
that has been granted Mrs. Hancock is 
the largest jiaid to the widow of any 
soldier, except Mrs. Grant, who re- 
ceives the 85,0!)0 a year gi anted to nil 
the widows of Presidents. Mrs. Polk, 
Mrs. Tyler and Mrs. Garfield.

widow of 
General and 
ex-S<niiioi- 
Shields receives the next largest sum, 
?1,200 a year, granted to h r by a 
suecial act of Concrress in 1S71>. 


A HORRIBLE deed of blood committed 
near Girgenti gives an illustration oi 
the use of the knife in the Island oi 
Sicily. 
Two butchers, father and son, 
of the name of Indelicato, who kept a 
shop in that town, not long since took 
two brothers named Alfonso and Gio- 
vanni 
Cannetoni 
into 
partnership. 
Before long the Cannetonis began to 
trade in lambs' carcasses separately on 
their own account, and disagreements 
arose, which ultimately led to a collision 
between 
Baldassare 
Indelicato 
and 
Alfonso Cannetoni. 
They drew their 
butchers' knives from their belts on 
each other. 
Alfonso aimed a well- 
directed 
blow 
at 
Baldassare. 
He 
parried it with his left arm, which was 
cut to the bone, and at the same instant 
drove his knife into the heart of Alfonso, 
who fell dead on the spot. 
At that 
moment a young son of Alfonso, aged 
19, came up with a bludgeon to his' 
father's assistance. 
Baldassare struck 
him to the ground, and then cut his 
throat across "as he would have slaugh- 
te -ed a sheep." 
Mad 
with 
rage, 
Baldassare then rushed into the shop, 
and 
taking 
Giovanni, the yoimger 
brother of Alfonso, by surprise, killed 
him with a slash across the abdomen. 
Turning then to leave the shop he in- 
flicted a serious wound on a person just 
entering. 
All this occurred in the 
si)ace of four minutes, the result of the 
collision being three persons killed and 
two wounded. 


FRANCE is surrounded with many 
dangers, mostly growing out of the 
hostility of the three 
Emperors to 
Republican France. 
Bismarck hae 
made a threat to dismember Savoy and 
Nice and give it to Italy, as the price 
of her alliance. 
France and England 
are practically the 
only 
nations oj 
Exirope 
representing 
individualisro 
tCnd democratic institutions, and it ii 
upon them that will fall the weight oi 
the three communistic nations of Cen- 
tral and Eastern Europe, and in which 
we will certainly 
become involved. 
England, France, and 
the 
United 
States are the three great powers rep 
resenting ideas 
that the balance oi 
Europe will engage. 
The conflict OD 
the line of this 
idea is inevitable, 
although it may 1)6 somewhat removed 
in point of time. 
Just now democratic 
institutions in England and America 
are undergoing considerable strain, and 
the question of j)ermanency of society 
and orderly government will be bettez 
known a couple of years hence. 
The 
recent ebulition of popular sentiment in 
Germany and the growth of the dem- 
ocratic idea there will render % war ol 
repression by the Holy Alliance some- 
what doubtful to the three Kaisers who, 
in a war with France, would lock all 
Euroi)e in a solidarity of communal 
despotism. 


ME. BEECHER was asKed by an in- 
terviewer what he thought of Sam 
Jones. 
"He seems to be a sincere man 
who has doubtless done some good, 
but who has not extended the bounds 
of his thought perhaps, " said he. 
"It 
may be that the people he reached did 
not care much about the bounds of 
thought. 
Because a man does not like 
one style of preaching it does not fol- 
low that he has a right to condemn it. 
There are all kinds of churches and 
all kinds of preachers, and if a man 
does not like one he can go to another. 
Because he does not like his cut of 
veal he cannot say that the guests of 
the hotel are to be deprived of veal. 
Instead, he ought to look over the bill 
of fare and select what he wants and 
let the other people around the table 
do the same. 
He has apparently 
reached a class that need to be reached. 
In this case he has doubtless done good 
work. 
Of all the evangelists Mr. 
Moody is the broadest and deepest, and 
his influence wiil be the most perma- 
ftant" 


OAPT. BOYCOTT, who will lire as an 
Mtive verb in the English langugelong 
after he will be forgotton as an Irish 
land agent, has sold his property at 
Lough Mask, County Mayo, Ireland, 
and removed to England, where he is 
appointed agent of the Flixton Hall es- 
tates of Lord Waveney. 
Capt. Boy- 
cott has been for many years a patron 
of the Irish turf, and kept some famous 
racers. 
He was agent for the estates of 
the Earl of Erne in Ireland, and his 
harshness and cruelty helped to pre- 
cipitate the recent Irish land war. 
Since he was boycotted, six years ago, 
he has lived in peace with the tenantry, 
and has grown as nearly popular as an 
Irish land agent can hope to be. 


OF Gen. Von Manteuffel, the late 
German military Governor of conquered 
Alsace, who hated all that was French, 
it is said that he once, at a public dinner, 
engaged in a dispute with a French dip- 
lomate who maintained the superiority 
of the French workmen over the ar- 
tisans of all other nations. 
"A thing 
so ugly does not exist that the skill and 
genius of a Frenchman cannot make oi 
it a thing of beauty," he said. Angered 
by the contradiction, the old soldiei 
pulled a hair from his bristly gray mus- 
tache and, handing it to the French- 
man, said, curtly, "Let him make a 
thing of beauty out of that, then, and 
prove your claim." 
The Frenchman 
took the hair and sent it in a letter to a 
well-known Parisian jeweler, with a 
statement of the case and an appeal to 
his patriotic pride, giving him no limit 
of expense in executing the order.

week later the mail from Paris brought 
a neat little box for the general. 
In it 
was a handsome scarf-pin, made like a 
Prussian eagle, that held in its tallons 
a stiff gray bristle, from either end oi 
which dangled a tiny golden ball. One 
was 
inscribed 
Alsace, 
the 
othei 
Lorraine, and on the eagle's perch were 
the words: "You hold them but by a 
hair."

OF 
CONGRESS. 


Also Onr Greatest Statistician and Blbllo- 
g^apber. 


When in 1802 congress founded its library 
It also provided that a librarian should be 
engaged and paid at the rate of $2 'psr day 
when actually employed. 
The present libra- 
rian, Ainsworth R. SpoflPord, ha« a salary of 
$4,000, with twenty-three assistants with sal- 
aries ranging from $2,500 to $4S0, the entira 
salary list being $.38,000 per annum. 
This in 
itself is an indication of the growth of the 
institution, which will in a few years have a 
building adequate to its needs. 


AINSWORTH B. SPOFFORD. 


Mr, Spofford was a New Hampshire boy, 
born sixty-one years ago. 
His education 
was had at private schools, and included 
chiefly a thorough classical course. 
He wiii 
chosen an assistant librarian of congress 
chiefly 
through 
the 
remarkable 
talent 
he 
displayed 
in 
compiling 
statistics, 
coupled with one of the most 
retentive 
of memories. 
In 
1864 
he published an 
alphabetical catalogue of the library, and 
this with supplements which have followed 
is excrcdingly valuable to bibliographers. 
In 1875 Mr. Spofford becamo principal li- 
brarian and has worked ceaselessly for the 
advancement of the library, it being very 
largely-through his efforts that the new li- 
brary buiMing has become so near a fact. 
The Amencan Alpianac is edited by Mr, 
Spofford, and is truly a treasury of facts, 
In 1870 the copyright Inisiness was trans- 
ferred from the patent oflBce to the care ol 
congress. 
Tiiis has largely increased his la- 
bors. 


Only members of congress and about forty 
high olEoirils of the government are allowed 
to take books out of this library, and yet 
there are 5,000 books out all tht> time 
The 
library is open daily from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m., 
and any one above IG yi ars of nge is allowed 
free use of its books for consultation within 
its walls.

Perhaps in due time the 
Washington society ladies will rave over him 
in their amiable manner, and call him a 
sweet thing. 


HON. C. Y. WOON. 


It must bp with niingle.'l feelings that he 
sets foot upon American soil, and disgust 
must be one of the feelings. 
He came by 
way of San Francisco, but he and his lega- 
tion were not allowed to land for soino time 
in this free fouiiti y i)ecause of the stiff laws 
relating to Ciiine>i> immigrants. 
They wen- 
treated as common Chinese laborers until 
their papers wen; all gone tlirough and their 
cast-iron ercilentials proved. 
This of itself 
could have been nothing less than a mortal 
insult to the high-minded mandarin, 
China 
must love Ameri(;a, anyhow. 


After the delay on siiipboard the legation, 
nineteen pi-nsons in all, proceeded to the 
Palace hotel in San Francisco, thence east- 
ward.

The rolling stock and 
engines will compare with any in the 
country; the road bed has been recently 
reballasted, the track is almost all steel, 
and the 2,500 miles in excellent order. 
The system, with St. Louis as a center, 
radiatw from St. Louis to Toledo and 
Detroit, to Chicago and Kansas City. 
The line to Council Bluffs wus recently 
withdrawn, but will probably again be re- 
acquired. The sale does not involve 
any future complication, and the system 
will retain all of its integral lines, al- 
though there will be a change of policy. 
It is difficult to outline it at the present 
time, but the freedom from a heavy 
bonded indebtedness, with which it was 
loaded down, insures it as much pros- 
perity as other western roads not over- 
capi^ized. 
No one familiar with trans- 
portation interests,^nd with a knowledge 
of the country tributary to the Wabash, 
ever doubted its earning capacity, but 
the trouble has been that it was bonded 
for more than it could legitimately car- 
ry. Under the new regime the Wabash 
will be one of the most valuable pieces 
of 
railroad property in the United 
States."

of the Oneida Community. 


Probably not one person in twenty who 


reads flat' J61m Huraplirey NOJTS is deaj 
will know who or what John Humphrey 
Noyes wus. Yet every render of nmvspapers 
has heard of the Onoitte so-ealled free lovo 
community, in Mndison county, N. Y. 


Well, the num whoso death at Niagara 


Falls, Ont., the newspapers havo nuted, was 
tho founder of this community. A singular 
history was his, and there have not btien 
manypersons whose real doctrines were more 
misunderstood. 


Noyes was a man of fascinating manners 


and fine literary culture and tnsto. He was 
born in Brattlchoro, Vt, in 1811. 
Prom a 


boy he was a dreamer, a person of deeply 
devout and meditative nature. 
N. Hep- 


worth Diioii, the English writer, vfait«l the 
Oneida community some years ago, and 
•wrote his impressions of it and of its leader. 
Noyes he describes as a "tall, palo man, with 
sandy hair and beard, gray, dreamy eyes, 
good month, white temples, and a noble fore- 
head." Thoro was something lion-like m his 
face and shaggy head. Ho resembled Carlyle 
hi appearance, which was no groat compli- 
ment to his beauty, perhaps. 


branch establishment Hepworth Dixon de- 
clared that in tho peculiar costume worn by 
the female portion of the community, "plain 
women escaped notice and pretty girls Iooke4 
winsome."

R. Spofford, has a salary ot 
$4,000, with twenty-three assistants with sal- 
aries ranging from 53,500 to $4SO, tho oritil't 
salary list being $33,000 per annum. This in 
itself is an indication of the growth of tha 
Institution, which will in a tow yuars have.a 
building adequate to its needs. 


AINSWORTH B. SPOFFOHD. 


Mr. Spofford was a Now Hampshire boy, 


born sixty-ono years ago. His education 
was had at private schools, and included 
chiefly a thorough classical course. Ha vriaf 
chosen aii assistant librarian o£ congress 
hiefly 
through 
the • remarkable talent 


he 
displayed 
in 
compiling 
statistics, 


coupled with one of tha most retentive 
of memories. In 
1864 
he published an 


alphabetical catalogue of the library, and 
this with supplements which have followed 
is • exceedingly valuable to bibyojjraphars. 
In .1875 Mr. Spofford became principal li- 
brarian and has worked .ceaselessly for thfl 
advancement of the library, it being very 
largely through his efforts that tho now li- 
brary building has becomo BO near a fact. 
Tbe American Almanac is edited by Mr. 
Spofford, and is truly a treasury of facts. 
In 1870 tho copyright business was trans- 
ferred from the patent office to tho care of 
congress. This has largely increased his • la- 
bors. 


Only members of congress and about forty 


high olEuiuls of tlie government aro allowed 
to take books out of this library, and yet 
there are 5,000 books out all tho time. The 
library is open dally from 9 a.m, to 4p.m., 
and any one above 10 years of age is allowed 
free uso of its books for consultation within 
its walls.
